Your Christinas cards warm our hearts. We especially enjoy those which carry 
news about you and members of your families. We did not send Christmas cards, so 
we ask you to accept this newsletter as our New Year’s greeting, remembering God's 
gift of love in Christ as the occasion for grateful joy all the year. 

Our household is reduced to three—Golda, Constance and Harold. Connie was 
the girl co-president of the Chicagoland Disciples Youth Fellowship this year. She 
now sings in the church choir. This Christmas she was unable to be an angel in the 
pageant because the choir needed her alto. Division of labor has progressed since 
Bible times, you see, for then angels also sang. Connie graduates from Hyde Park 
High School on January 28, 1954. She expects to work at Marshall Field's, take 
classes at the Art Institute, learn to type, entering college next fall*, -jjhe sings 
in the A-Capella choir at HPHS and is president of a Tri-Hi-Y group. Her group 
gave a Christmas dance at the Sherry Hotel. Her parents were among the chaperones. 

Golda looks after the church's big wardrobe of costumes. That is always a 
big job at Christmas, when new costumes are made and old ones renovated and sized. 
During the last year she continued to serve on the national board of United Church 
Women, the N.C.C. women's organization. That took her to New York and Atlantic 
City several times during the year and made her an enthusiastic traveler by plane.

Haydn Reached Musical Peak 
With Lenten Composition 

Whenever I hear the name of Joseph Haydn, I am filled 
with gratitude for his immortal “Tfie Seven Last Words of 
Our Saviour on the Cross,” which fortunately has been 
well recorded. 

It was written in 1785 in response to a request from a 
Canon of the Cathedral at Cadiz for performance* during 
Lent, and consists of seven adagios lasting 10 minutes each. 

Haydn was born in Austria in, 


in 

1732 and lived to be 77. His 
musical genius was not inherited, 
because back to his great-grand¬ 
fathers on both sides there was 
not a single musician, or even one 
ancestor with intellectual achieve¬ 
ments of any kind. His forebears 
were vinegrowers, farmers, wheel¬ 
wrights and millers. 

Matured Late 

Moreover, Joseph developed 
slowly, his greatest works being 
produced in his more mature 
years. 

For nine years he was a choir¬ 
boy in the famous Cathedral of 
St. Stephen in Vienna, where he 
became acquainted with the best 
sacred music of the day. At 17, 
his 'boyish voice having deteri¬ 
orated, he was thrown on his own 
resources, and for a decade eked 
out a miserable existence. Not 
until he was 27 did he hold a re¬ 
sponsible position. His marriage 
in 1760 proved to be a disastrous 
mistake, as he and his wife were 
totally unsuited for each other. 

Employed by Prince 
For 30 years Haydn was in the 
employ of Prince Esterhazy of 
Eisenstadt. At the age of 58 he 
made his first visit to England 
where he achieved his greatest 
triumph. He formed an intimate 
friendship with young Mozart, and

together they were the founders 
of the classic symphony. 

In his long lifetime Haydn pro¬ 
duced 118 symphonies, 83 string 
quartets, 66 piano sonatas, 20 piano 
concertos, 15 masses, five orator¬ 
ios, much chamber music, and 
several inferior operas. Humanity 
has been greatly enriched because 
this man of slowly ripening 
genius was not cut off in his youth.

There is very great need for me to keep the lines of friendship in good com¬ 
municating order. In the past year I have received more letters from friends, scattered 
pretty much to the ends of the earth, than in any year of my life. Though I resort to 
the mimeograph method, please note that your written-in-name at the top of this sheet 
means that I am very specially thinking of you as this starts off. Of course I want to 
keep the letters coming. 


Very early in 1953, almost by accident, I began to re-establish contacts with 
friends in Hong Kong. Most of the men with whom we were associated there, beginning 47 
years ago, are already in the "Western Fields". These new contacts are with a whole set 
of younger men who have grown up and come into YMCA leadership since we left China. One 
of them was a boy of 10 or 12 years when we left Hong Kong in 1915. On January 31st I 
met two of these young secretaries when they arrived in San Francisco; one from Hong 
Kong and one from Formosa. One afternoon we had these two and the Executive Secretary, 
and his wife, of the Chinese Branch YMCA in San Francisco over for tea. A day or two 
later we had the two men for the late afternoon dinner and the night. What pleasure 
and what privilege I Both of these men are now on their way home, one by Europe and one 
via the Pacific, We had a second visit with this man just before he sailed. 

One more Chinese story. We have many friends in Amoy with whom we have not 
been able to keep contact during the last several years. Practically every Amoy man has 
close family ties in Manila, in many cases reaching back for several generations. We 
found that a grandson of a former president of the Amoy YMCA, was coming to USA to enter 
Hope College, Holland, Michigan. Of course we had never seen this 20 year old boy, but 
we were tied to him with strong cords. We met him at the boat and had him here at our 
house for a day and a night. The grandfather and the grandmother, our very good friends, 
are still living in Amoy, and are in pretty good health for those above 80. Fortunately 
I had a picture of this very large family and the boy brought me up to date on what they 
were all doing. One of the sons (uncle of this boy) is doing his internship here in the 
States. 


Soon after the first of the year invitations began to come for me to attend 
camps during the summer and lead the daily worship periods and tell of YMCA World 
Service. I had two full periods in the San Diego camp, with about 120 boys in each period 
Many worthwhile talks with boys, always at their own seeking, besides rich fellowship 
with older leaders and directors. I was privileged to be at the dedication of Holmes 
Lodge, (a $75,000 building just completed this summer chiefly by volunteer labor). It 
adds to a camp already well equipped, making winter camping far more effective. It is 
in honor of the retired General Secretary Herbert H. Holmes, who gave marked leadership 
for many years. Part of the ceremony was for Mr. Holmes to unveil one of Mrs. Holmes' 
fine water colors. The dedication brought many lay leaders to camp - - with several of 
whom I have had close ties of friendship and partnership going back through the past 20 
years. (I think the combination reaches out into the future too.) 

In August a camp period with a co-ed group from Tulare County at camp Tulequoia, 
50 miles east of Fresno. This was my first attempt with a co-ed crowd and I had had but 
very slight contact with the leaders of this Association. So it was something of a new 
venture for all of us. 

Encouraging response came very quickly. Here I had the greatest compliment of 
ray life. Within 15 minutes after the first worship period, two girls came to my cabin 
and almost without preliminaries they said, "Will you come to our County and speak before 
every club group just as you talked at that worship period?" At this camp I learned that 
it does not take young people very long to make their needs known when there is a favor¬ 
able chance. (You remember the Rich Young Ruler's question when he came face to face 
with Jesus?) These two girls were just as quick as that. Numbers of deep interviews 
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with some of the 40 or so in camp. In October another invitation to this camp to meet 
club leaders for a week-end session; Saturday evening camp-fire on World Service; Sunday 
morning worship service. A marvelous privileged I do not know how much longer the 
present YMCA men are going to open opportunities like this to a man who is so far into 
the 4th quarter of the great game. 

Reading? Well, not too much of it. "The Lost Churches of China", Leonard M. 
Outerbridge, a Canadian, went to N.W. China in 1925. Says Churches in China have been 
lost five times in last 1300 years. -"Sermon on Mount", Emmet Fox. - "A Man Called Peter", 
Catherine Marshall. - "The Russian Menace to Europe", Marx and Engels, as seen by these 
men.100 years ago. - "Citizens of the World", Stringfellow Barr. - "Bold New Program 
Series", Public Affairs Institute, Washington, D. C. Eight 70—page pamphlets. 

By arrangement of the local YMCA Secretary, I spoke for 15 minutes before the 
Rotary Club on April 1, on World Service, to finish out a program of three -high school 
students who were reporting on one of their projects. Immediately out of that group 
came six invitations to speak on China, before other groups. One of these was a two- 
hour session with the Reserve Officers of the U.S. Army in the Presidio in San Francisco. 
Since October 15, four service club speeches, one set for January 13, and more in the 
offing. 


Late in September and early October I made a strictly personal 2490 mile trip 
to Portland and Seattle and way points to call on blood relatives and YMCA friends. I 
had 20 people on my list to see and saw every one of them with but a single exception, 
and most of them did not know of my coming. Pretty good batting average] 

Not every day has there been a 1000 mile drive, nor a speech to be made. 
Gardening; Pruning; Clipping; Irrigating; Continuing to do oarpenter work on our part 
of the house and extensive changes in the original structure, (now walking distance of 
120 feet through the house from end to end.) Reading; Writing letters; after lunch 
daily rest time, have all been part of the schedule. 

Come to see us when you get into these parts. Best wishes to you always.

Benjamin Franklin Helped to Shape 
Foundation of a Nation 


It has been well said that Benjamin Franklin “stood 
head and shoulders above his countrymen in versatility and 
intelligence.” 


He"was born in 1706 and spanned 
the century until 1790. His formal 
schooling continued only until the 
age of ten when he went to work 
with his father who was a tallow- 
chandler and soap-maker. Then 
he learned printing with his half- 
brother, and on to New York and 
Philadelphia. He went to England 
to buy equipment for a printing 
shop of his own, but the support 
he had expected failed and he was 
compelled to find employment in 
London. 

Opens Print Shop 

S In 1726 he returned to^ Philadel¬ 
phia and soon established a print¬ 
ing shop of his own. It was not 
long until he was doing a large 
share of the public printing of 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and New 
Jersey. In 1728 he established the 
Pennsylvania Gazette, which be¬ 
came the leading newspaper of the 
colonies, with the largest circu¬ 
lation. Four years later he started 
the publication of Poor Richard's 
Almanac, which for twenty-five 
/ears was famous for its wit and 
wisdom. 

Franklin learned to read French, 
Spanish, Italian and Latin, and 
continued to be a omnivorous and 
indefatigable reader. 

Founded University 

He was one of the three peace 
commissioners to negotiate peace 


with Great Britain, and played 
important part in producing the 
Constitution of the United 
Franklin founded the 
Philosophical Society, the 
sity of Pennsylvania, and was the 
most invigorating intellectual in¬ 
fluence of his day. He was an in¬ 
ventor, an experimenter and dis¬ 
coverer in the field of electricity, 
' and was the inspiration of the first 
American scientific society. It 
has been said that “Franklin had 
the most eminent mind that has 
ever existed in America.”

Hymns Won Acclaim 
More than any other person, 
Charles Wesley gave impetus to 
the practice of singing hymns in 
churches. Across this wide earth 
innumerable men, women and chil¬ 
dren have poured out their hearts 
in Wesley’s hymns. 


Charles Wesley Gave Impetus

Charles Wesley taught Christendom to sing. 

He was bom in 1707 and lived four score and one years. 
At Oxford with his brother John he was active in the Holy 
Club and exercised great influence over George Whitefield. 

After a brief visit to Georgia 
as secretary to Governor Ogle¬ 
thorpe, he spent seventeen years 
as an itinerant preacher in the 
British Isles. He then served long 
pastorates in Bristol and London. 

He opposed the separation of the 
Methodists from the Church of 
England. 

Prolific Writer 

It is as a writer of hymns that 
Charles Wesley will be remem¬ 
bered longest. He wrote the in¬ 
credible number of 6,500 hymns, 
many of them of almost intermi¬ 
nable length. It is remarkable that 
such quantity should contain so 
much quality, because some of his 
hymns are among our greatest 
treasures. 

In the latest edition of The 
Methodist Hymnal 54 of his hymns 
are used, one of them being 
printed with three separate tunes. 

“Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” has 
been for more than two centuries 
the most widely used and best-be¬ 
loved hymn of Christendom.

i The IFOR needs ? person of first*class ability to replace Percy Bartlett 

when he retires as General Secretary* This might happen next September or in 
1955. I consider that Percy Bartlett has done an excellent job for us, especially 
as he has had to work under the handicap of half-time Work. Wfe now need a full¬ 
time General Secretary, a younger m3n to be captain of the IFOR staff and to 
inspire maximum service to our global enterprise* 

Andre Trocme and his wife are expected to continue on our staff, and 
Antonio Loureiro in South America, and we hope Hildegard Mayr (Kaspar Mayr’s 
daughter) working in Europe. Muriel Lester will be out pretty soon and I have 
said that a new Chairman ought to be found to replace me this year* Andre is a 
wonderful preacher, and his knowledge of French, German, and English, his inter¬ 
national family connections and war experience equip him uniquely to be an 
apostle of the Christian Pacifist Faith* As long as he and Magda continue to 
demonstrate that our center at Versailles is serving a useful purpose, and Andre 
is able to do his full share in soliciting money for the IFOR Annual Budget, it 
would appear that we are getting the best of his gifts by continuing his work 
much as it is at present. He would step into the place being vacated by Muriel, 
except that we couldn’t expect him to travel as many months of the year as she does* 

Both Andre and Magda are by temperament prophets rather than organizers. 

In this they resemble many FOR leaders and I believe that our primary business is 
presentation of the Word, However, apostles need bread to eat, and an organi¬ 
zation behind them that will plan their missions in the most strategic way. It 
must enable thsn to pull together as a team, and still be sufficiently elastic 
and tactful so that they don’t feel that their style is being cramped too much* 

The IFOR General Secretary, in my mind’s eye, is a man who will have 
imaginative vision for our global job and at the same time practical administra¬ 
tive gifts of a high order. He would have to raise money and in doing so main¬ 
tain good relationships with the Secretaries of the British FOR and the American 
FOR. There has to be friendly consultation as to how the IFOR raises its funds 
so as not to compete with their budgets. 

Our present headquarters is in London, where the expense of the office 
is shared on a fifty-fifty basis with Embassies of Reco ciliation. This is a 
project that was largely organized by Percy Bartlett to send George Lansbury 
around, and it is mostly financed by a British Quaker and member of FOR who is a 
strong believer in Percy Bartlett. The half of Percy's time which does not go 

FOR is paid for by Embassies of Reconciliation, and what it largely amounts 
to is the inside work which Percy does with the top Committees of the British 
Quakers, the Faith and Order Commission of the World Council of Churches, etc. 

The new General Secretary conceivably could have his office at this base 
in London, or in New York, or possibly elsewhere. That would be a matter for the 
Council to decide in the light of the needs of the work, personal characteristics, 
circumstances and desires of the new Secretary. 

The General Secretary must be able to present the Christian pacifist 
message and philosophy in an acceptable way to different kinds of audiences, and 
he should know his way around in the churches. He should have a good working 
knowledge of more than one language. The business of having other languages in 
addition to English is important, but no Secretary can have all the languages, 
so it is expected that when he travels in a number of countries his talks will 
often have to be interpreted. 

The salary would be comparable to top FOR salaries in any country, or 
to what a good pastor or teacher would get, and of course the number of family 
dependents would be taken into account* 

Although certain FOR ministers, excellently qualified for this job and 
attracted to it, have felt that they should stick with their churches, I believe 
that somewhere in our world membership is the man whom God will call to lead the 
IFOR. In general it may be true that Christian pacifism can best be advanced by 
persons who remain in active church work, but there are important exceptions. 

ihe church is to break out of the restraining circle of national conformity, 
it will have to be leavened by more than individual pacifists working separately. 
There will have to be an outside beloved communion of pacifism, an enterprise 
which demonstrates the power of corporate Christian non-violence to defend the 
values of the Kingdom of God and to convert evil-doers. For this fellowship of 
pacifism to succeed it must have super-able leadership. The right General 
Secretary working through it would be contributing a service of immeasurable 
value to the churches.

Leonardo da Vinci brings forth superlatives from those 
who write about him: “He was perhaps the greatest man 
that ever lived/’ “One of the finest brains ever put in a hu¬

KIRBY PAGE RE-AFFIRMS 
GREAT AFFIRMATIONS 

As a New Year’s greeting to friends 
over the country, Kirby Page announced 
the following re-affirmations which he 
had been making during the Christmas 
season: 

1. I believe that the grace and power 
of God are sufficient for all our needs, 
even in war time. More and more I am 
realizing that, through communion with 
God and fellowship with man, it is pos¬ 
sible to live with vision and strength, 
fortitude and serenity, even in the fury 
of this storm. 

2. I believe in the uniqueness of Jesus 
Christ and in his adequacy for this day 
of hatred and bloodshed. No phrases 
can express fully the significance of his 
relationship to God and to man. From 
his words and deeds, his crucifixion and 
ever-liying presence, we receive illumi¬ 
nation and power. 

3. I believe that the way of the cross 
is God’s way, Christ’s way, and there¬ 
fore the right way to live, even in war 
time. The supreme task before us is 
the discovery of the meanings of suffer¬ 
ing love and vicarious sacrifice, and the 
incarnation of these meanings in our 
behavior. 

4. I believe that love is more power¬ 
ful than hate, that mercy is mightier 
than vengeance, and that evil can be 
overcome with good. 

5. I believe that war can be abol¬ 
ished through allegiance to Christ, and 
through the creation of an international 
mind, an international heart, and ap¬ 
propriate agencies of international jus¬ 
tice and friendship. 

6. I believe that the method of war 
with its bombing planes and starvation 
blockade is irreconcilable with the way 
of Christ, and therefore I cannot ap¬ 
prove of any war or engage in its de¬ 
struction and decimation. 

7. I believe that through loyalty to 
Christ and his way of life I can express 
truest patriotism and render highest 
service to humanity, and so I am en¬ 
deavoring to be more completely sur¬ 
rendered to him. 

8. I believe in the soundness of the 
policy adopted by our Government of 
offering alternative service of national 
importance under civilian administration 
to individuals who have conscientious 
objections to service in the armed forces 
of the nation. 

9. I believe in democracy with its 
recognition of the right of minority opin¬ 
ion, even in war time, in sharp contrast 
to totalitarianism with its demand for 
entire surrender to the State. 

10. I believe in a positive witness to 
the ways of peace, and not in sabotage 
or obstruction of the war which is now 


considered necessary and right by a vast 
majority of the American people. 

11. I believe in America, and thank 
God for her glorious heritage and mar¬ 
velous achievements. In humble contri¬ 
tion for her weakness and sins, I pray 
that this great nation may serve might¬ 
ily the other peoples of the earth. 

12. I believe in the world-wide Chris¬ 
tian community of men and women of 
good will across all frontiers, and dedi¬ 
cate myself to its preservation and ex¬ 
tension. 

These convictions I have held for 
twenty-five years and events of recent 
weeks have not weakened them in the 
slightest degree. On the contrary, I 
have never felt so certain of their valid¬ 
ity as I do now.

“AND ALL THE WONDER 
THAT WOULD BE” 

There can be little question that the 
attainment of a federation of all hu¬ 
manity, together with a sufficient meas¬ 
ure of social justice to insure health, 
edupation and a rough equality of op¬ 
portunity to most of the children born 
into the world, would mean such release 
and increase of human energy as to open 
a new phase in human history. The 
enormous waste caused by military prep¬ 
aration and the mutual annoyance of 
competing great powers, and the still 
more enormous waste due to the under¬ 
protectiveness of great masses of peo¬ 
ple, either because they are too wealthy 
for stimulus or too poor for efficiency, 
would cease. 

There would be a vast increase in the 
supply of human necessities, a rise in 
the standard of life and. in what is con¬ 
sidered a necessity, a development of 
transport and every kind of convenience; 
and a multitude of people would be 
transferred from low-grade production 
to such higher work as art of all kinds, 
teaching, scientific research, and the like. 

All over the world there would be a 
setting free of human capacity, such as 
has occured hitherto only in small places 
and through precious limited phases of 
prosperity and security. Unless we are 
to suppose that spontaneous outbreaks 
of supermen have occurred in the past, 
it is reasonable to conclude that the 
Athens of Pericles, the Florence of the 
Medici, Elizabethan Ehgland, the great 
deeds of Asoka, the Tang and Ming 
Periods in Art, are but samples of what 
a whole world of sustained security 
would yield continuously and cumula¬ 
tively. Without supposing any change 
in human quality, but merely its release 
from the present system of inordinate 
waste, history justifies .this expectation.

THE MESSENGER WELCOMES 
WORLDOVER PRESS 

A name widely noted in alert publi¬ 
cations for more than eight years has 
been changed to a new one. Nofrontier 
News Service, which has served The 
Messenger op Peace readers ever since 
the former was started, becomes World- 
over Press. The editors, Devere Allen, 
Marie H. Allen and E'. Dixwell Chase, 
assert that the change of name involves 
no alteration of policy, but has been 
made after months of planning. The 
old name, they point out, when credited 
by editors with initials, was sometimes 
confused with other agencies. Further¬ 
more, it suggested to some minds a. cru¬ 
sade for a world without national fron¬ 
tiers; these editors say that the pros¬ 
pect of such a world need alarm no one, 
but that it will exist, if ever, only in 
the far, dim future. More important 
in their sight is the fact that the news 
service they edit does not go out for a 
set of aims, as an organization might, 
but tries conscientiously to present ob¬ 
jective news often overlooked by other 
agencies, permitting the expression of 
personal opinions only in signed articles 
where responsible authors are given 
complete freedom of expression. 

Worldover Press publishes news, facts 
and articles, often uncensored at source, 
from a large staff of foreign correspond¬ 
ents and specialists. It deals primarily 
with international relations and foreign 
policy. It seeks to get behind conven¬ 
tional newsgathering, interpretation, or 
propaganda; and to contribute uniquely 
to an informed public opinion on world 
affairs. Readers finding articles or 
news credited to “Worldover Press,” 
will understand the source, and the tem¬ 
per with which this material is put be¬ 
fore them. 

Without prejudice to its coverage of 
European, Asiatic, and African affairs, 
Worldover Press is steadily expanding 
its contacts with Latin America. Al¬ 
ready it has twenty-three active and 
well-informed correspondents south of 
the Rio Grande, most of them natives or 
life-long residents of the countries they 
cover. Plans are being worked out for 
the establishment soon of a special bu¬ 
reau of Worldover Press in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, the better to integrate reports on 
activities and progress by our southern 
neighbors, and gradually to carry tq edi¬ 
tors in Latin America reports of con¬ 
structive, forward-looking activities in¬ 
side the United States. 

As it has used Nofrontier News Serv-, 
ice in the past, The Messenger of 
Peace now adheres to Worldover Press. 
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Farmer Higginbottom Turned Talents 
To Improving Land in India 

Sam Higginbottom was a farmer called of God in order 
that the earth might yield more plentifully. He made two 
blades of grass grow where one had grown before. 

He was born in England in 1874, 
but at the age of 21 moved to the 
United States, to be enrolled ip 
Mount Hermon School, founded by 
Dwight L. Moody at East North- 
field, Massachusetts. Then two 
years at Amherst and two years at 
Princeton, working his way 
through with much difficulty and 
many privations. From childhood 
he was deeply religious and soon 
became interested in foreign mis¬ 
sions. Upon graduation from 
Princeton he went to India for 
what,he expected would be a two- 
year term and then theological 
training at Princeton. 

Assigned to Teach 

At the end of 1903 he landed in 
India, where he was assigned to 
teach at Allahabad Christian Cob 
lege. His responsibilities as a teach¬ 
er of economics drove him into a 
study of the appalling poverty of 
the people and into a search for 
remedies. Swiftly he reached the 
conclusion that more efficient agri¬ 
culture was the most hopeful pro¬ 
cedure. 

Obtaining permission from the 
mission, Sam returned to the 
United States and spent two stren¬ 
uous years studying agriculture at 
the University of Ohio. v In the 
meantime he and Ethelind CodyJ a 
second cousin of Buffalo Bill, were 
married. Upon returning to India 
they settled down to the strength 
ening and expanding of the Allah a 
bad Agricultural Institute and to 


the care of their friends in the 
leper colony which they supervised 
for many years. 

Change Customs 
Before agriculture could be 
made efficient ancient customs had 
to be changed, support of govern¬ 
ment officials had to be obtained, 
strong opposition within the mis¬ 
sion station had to be overcome, 
and money had to be raised. By 
the time of their retirement at the 
end of 1944, their hearts were 
warmed by the evidence of almost 
incredible progress in the yield of 
the soil, in the enlistment of gov¬ 
ernmental co-operation, and the 
enthusiastic support of other mis¬ 
sionaries. Only the living God 
knows how great has been the 
contribution made by this farmer 
and his wife.

I would greatly appreciate it Jrou cbuld suggest or send 
any pamphlets to me dealing especially with race problems or any 
problems of human relationships.I will be glad to pay for any 
vuch materials. 

Nbt being permitted to return to China I was sent to Africa 
by the Methodist Mission Qoard two years ago.My work is in tne 
large African Location in Urn^ali which has a population of over 
1700 Africans, Mrs t Aeechllman and I find working in a multi-racial 
society very challenging.We feel that the greatest contribution^ 
that missionaries can make in these days of racial oensions is in 
the field of human relations. IF we can actually demonstrate 
in our daily living that we really are brothers regardless, of 
race or color with no dolor cDnclousness then we can help to 
break down the barriers which now so sharply divide people.fhis 
must be done not in, the attitude of paternalism, or condescension 
but in the spirit of love.We have found the Africans to be wonder¬ 
ful friends.They truly practice what f aul spoke of they rejoice 
with those who rejoice and weep with those who weep. We-.found this 
out after both of us were seriously injured in an auto accident 
last September.The sympathy and fellowship and prayers of our 
AfricanX friends was. one of the richest experiences we have ever 
passed through. 

I also spend two days a week teaching in the Theological 
Seminary at Old Umtali.That also provides a real opportunity to 
interpret the spirit and principles of Christ in terms of human 
relationships. 

M&y God continue to richly bless: 1 you in the great work 
for peace and understanding and Justice which you have carried on 
so courageously during these man^ years.

He was born in Poland in 1860 
and lived for 81 years. His mother 
was born in Siberia, where her 
parents were living in exile for 
revolutionary activities against the 
Czar.

Fortunately, the wife of 
his Vienna teacher was able to in¬ 
troduce him to the famous people 
of Paris, where he made his debut 
in 1839, aL the advanced age, for a 
pianist, of 29. 

Sensational appearances in Lon¬ 
don in 1890 and New York the next 
year were followed by marches of 
triumph across the continents, but 
to the end of his career he was 
afflicted with stage-fright and suf¬ 
fered anguish before every con cert.

William Gorgas Spent His Life 
In Fighting Yellow Fever 

William Gorgas helped mankind to conquer the scourge 
of yellow fever. 

The appalling consequences of Yellow Jack are recorded 
in the annals of many a victimised city, sometimes a third of 
the active population being fatally stricken, 

By a curious coincidence, it was 
yellow fever which was responsi¬ 
ble for the birth of William, be¬ 
cause Amelia Gayle fled from an 
epidemic in Mobile and at Mount 
Vernon Arsenal met young Lieu¬ 
tenant Josiah Gorgas, and soon 
they were married. William was 
born in 1854 and lived until 1920. 

During the Civil War his father 
held the high rank of Chief of 
Ordnance, as a brigadier general. 

The son was sent to school in 
Greensboro, Ala. p and then went 
to the University of the South at 
Se wanes, when his father became 
attached to that institution. 

Vowed to End Fever 
At the end of the first academic 
year, William volunteered for serv¬ 
ice with the stricken in New Orle¬ 
ans. Two of his fellow volunteers 
died of yellow fever as a result, 
and a vow was made: “I am going 
to try to find something that will 
drive this terrible thing from the 
earth.” William tided in vain to 
get an appointment to West Point, 
and instead spent three years in • 
the study of medicine at Bellevue 
Hospital Medical College in New • 

York. For the next 20 years he 
served as an army doctor in var¬ 
ious posts in Texas, North Dakota 
and Florida. 

During the Spanish American 
War he was chief sanitary officer 
in Havana, Cuba, This city had 
one of the worst records of all 
with yellow fever, covering 150 
years. Reluctantly and slowly Gor- 
gas was driven to the acceptance 
of the theory that a single species 
of mosquito, the Stegemyia, was 
the transmitter of the disease. He 
then settled down to the apparent¬ 
ly impossible task of ridding the 
city of the Stegemyia. Success 
came and Havana was completely 
freed of yellow fever.

Margaret Fell, ‘Mother of Quakerism 
Lived Through Reign of Terror 

Margaret Fell came to be known as “the mother of 
Quakerism.” 

After she had borne nine children and after the death 
of her first husband/ Judge Thomas Fell, she was married 
to George Fox, founder of the Quaker sect. 

At that time she was 55 and he 
was 10 years younger. 

Deeply Religious 

Margaret Askew came from a 
wealthy and distinguished family. 

At the age of 17 she was married 
to Thomas Fell, the proprietor of 
Swarthmore Hall, a fine old Eliza¬ 
bethan ' manor house. Margaret 
was a deeply religious person and 
quickly responded to the message 
of George Fox. Judge Fell was a 
member of Parliament, a promi¬ 
nent jurist and distinguished in 
other ways. He never became a 
Quaker, but he did become the 
most powerful and generous patron 
of the new movement, and he fully 
approved of Margaret’s identifica¬ 
tion with it. 

Later it was written that she 
“was 'the angel of the Quaker band 
of fighters; she was the Red Cross, 
the commissary department, and 
the emergency corps.” She was 
born to lead, endowed with a mag-

netic personality, and in middle 
life she was described as beautiful 
by even staid old Friends. Judge 
Fell died in 1658,’ the year of the 
death N of Oliver Cromwell. In quick 
succession came the Act of Con¬ 
formity and the Conventicle Act, 
the latter making it a crime for 
more than five persons to hold a 
meeting not in conformity with the 
Church of England. 

x Reign of Terror 
An actual reign of terror for the 
Quakers followed, meetings were 
broken up with great brutality, and 
15,000 Friends were imprisoned. 
Half of the widowhood of Mar¬ 
garet Fell was spent in jail, and 
after her marriage to George Fox 
she returned to prison, and indeed 
they were together very little dur¬ 
ing their married life. Our debt to 
this beautiful and consecrated 
woman can never be computed.

school health program is neither ef¬ 
ficient nor effective. 

In view of these recorded facts, 
why do we tolerate the continuous 
waste of our greatest national asset? 
The test of a democracy can be found 
in what it does for its children, not 
in what it-promises to do. 

The time for action is long over¬ 
due. On the national level, as well 
as on the state level, there has been 
survey after survey, conference after 
conference. None Iras brought us to 
grips with the far-reaching sweep of 
this vital social issue. 

Judging by the record of the 81st 
and 82nd Congresses, and the first 
portion of the 83rd, it is unlikely that 
we shall stimulate legislative action 
to enact a long-range, comprehensive 
national program to meet urgent 
school-child health needs. To move 
ahead, we shall have to settle for 
certain piecemeal legislation, for chil¬ 
dren have no lobbies and no pressure 
groups. 

In my opinion, such piecemeal 
legislation will have to concern itself 
first with increased appropriations 
to the U.S. Children’s Bureau for 
maternal and child welfare services to 
be carried out by the individual 
states. Second, some form of a school 
health services act is needed for the 
prevention, diagnosis, and treatment 
of physical and mental conditions. 
These services must be made avail¬ 
able to the children of any locality 
whose parents are unable to meet 
the need. And third, children would 
benefit greatly from an act authoriz¬ 
ing assistance to states for local health 
units. With all the progress we have 
made in public health, about one- 
third of our population lives in areas 
where such minimum needs as safe 
drinking water, milk inspection, and 
general sanitation enforcements do 
not exist. 'This is an at-the-moment 
cause for alarm; delay in correcting 
such a situation is a daily threat to 
our people and an indecent lack of 
concern for our children. 

These measures are not revolution¬ 
ary reforms. They would provide for 
all children the protection enjoyed 
by some children. Today, as our 
children grow into adulthood, we 
extract great sacrifices from them. 
Our conscience should demand that 
we provide all of them with a good 
child life before the tomorrow when 
they take over our responsibilities.

Globus Hystericus 

I seemed to be dying recently, and 
my loved ones, who did not want to 
have any difficulty collecting the in¬ 
surance, prevailed upon me to go 
to the doctor. The doctor asked me 
what my trouble was. I told him he 
didn't have time to hear me out. “I 
didn't say your troubles,” he said, “I 
said your trouble.” 

So I told him. I had a lump, like 
a meatball, lodged somewhere be¬ 
tween my throat and my chest. It did 
not bother me during the daytime, 
only at night- The more I swallowed, 
the more lumpy the lump got, and 
the more, in turn, I swallowed. 

“Hmm,” said the doctor. “Get be¬ 
hind this machine and swallow.” 

I got behind the machine and swal¬ 
lowed. 

“Well?” I said. 

“Absolutely,” said the doctor. ,f You 
have no lump. There is no lump 
there. You think you have a lump. 
You are neurotic. Neurologists have 
a name for that non-existent lump in 
the throat. They call it Globus 
Hystericus” 

* I thought that was what we were 
living on,” I said. 

Globus Hystericus (cont.) 

The U. S. of America is the most 
hystericus place on the globe. 

Any sociologist will tell yoti why, 
for money. I will tell you why, free. 
We are an adolescent, newly rich 
people, rootless, unstratified, and 
competing madly, not only for money, j 
but for place and,’ above all, for 
identity. Since every American is al¬ 
so a Swede, an Irishman, an African, 
every American has to prove that he’s 
an American. Imagine an T am a 
Frenchman Bay" or an un-Danish 
Activities Committee. Insecurity gen¬ 
erates hysteria. 

In the '20s we went on a purity 


kick. Prohibition. Everybody drank 
as much as ever, or more, but the 
country was pure. In the '30s we 
went kidnap' crazy. There was no 
more nor less kidnaping afterward 
than there was before, and in our 
craziness we created, out of a little 
one-horse agency in Washington, the 
monster that is now the FBI. Now we 
are off on the big kick—*anti-Com- 
munism —-which, like its predecessors, 
has no relation to reality. 

It isn't Communism, but the com¬ 
bination of Communism with Russia 
that has got us going. On July 4, 
I87fy a Civil War general, speaking 
in Monterey, Calif., demanded, in 
addition to larger pensions for vet¬ 
erans, that “the Communists be sent 
back to Russia.” The fact that there 
were no Russians here or Communists 
in Russia didn't matter: “Communist” 
simply meant “devil” and “Russia” 
was the standing synonym for “hell.” 

If you think I am making this up, 
listen to Abraham Lincoln, in a let¬ 
ter to Joshua Speed dated Aug. 24, 
1855: “When the Know-Nothings get 
control ... I shall prefer emigrating 
to some country where they make 
no pretense of loving liberty—- to 
Russia, for instance, where despotism 
can be taken pure, and without the 
base alloy of hypocrisy.” 

Globus Hystericus (cont.) 

Sandwiched in between the big 
kicks are all the little ones. Last 
season we had chlorophyll. This seas¬ 
on it's lung cancer. 

Globus Hytericus (cont.) 

A while back I was at a meeting in 
San Diego, and a tall thin man came 
in with a big sign on his back. It 
was Leon de Aryan, a one-man anti- 
Semitic movement from 'way back. 

I assumed that the sign said, “Jews 
Are Poison,” but I went around to 
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see. It said, “Flouridation Is Poison." 
Globus Hystericus (cont.) 

I am just getting around to the 
Christmas, 1953, issues of the picture 
magazines. Life, in accordance with 
the picture magazine formula, had a 
girl cover, although the girl, in defer¬ 
ence to the season, was the Holy 
Mother of God. But Look had 
thrown the old formula out the win¬ 
dow and come up with a new one— 
a full-page picture, in colors, of 
Bishop Sheen and the titles of the 
two leading articles: “Christmas Is 
for Children" and “I Knew Soviet 
Spy Harry Dexter White/ by, of 
course, Whittaker Chambers, the man 
who wrestles with his soul and throws 
it every time. 

There’s an American trinity, or 
combo, for you. 

Globus Hystericus (concl .) 

Now that we are well into 1954, 
we have only thirty years to wait for 
the materialization of George Or¬ 
well's utopian tyranny in which words 
will be given whatever meaning suits 
the tyrant and the land will ring 
with such slogans as, “War Is Peace" 
and “Slavery Is Freedom." 

Maybe we won’t have to wait that 
long. 

1984 is already here, in Russia. 

What about Norway, Indo-China, 
and America? 

In Norway, the Parliament of that 
country has awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize to an American who, as 
Chief of Staff, Secretary of State, and 
Secretary of Defense, never swerved 
from his demand for permanent uni¬ 
versal military conscription in Amer¬ 
ica. Alfred Nobel specified in his will 
that the Peace Prize be awarded to 
“that person who has worked the 
most or best for . . . abolition or re¬ 
duction of the standing armies . . 

In Indo-China, the Communist-led 
Viet Minh army invaded the King¬ 
dom of Laos in what the Prime Min¬ 
ister of Laos called “an unqualifiable 
aggression against a completely inde¬ 
pendent country/* Down at the bot¬ 
tom of the report: “A French spokes¬ 
man said the primary object of the 
rebel offensive appeared to be to try 
to split French forces around the 
fortress town of Dien Bien Phu near 
the Laos Border from the other 
French forces in the southern part of 
the kingdom." 



In America, the U. S. Navy put 
up its new recruiting poster all over 
the country. The poster shows an 
angel, with wings. The wording: 
“Peace on Earth.” 

Globus Iusticius Domini 

Ail is not lost. But nearly all. 

Of all the Pages, Kirby was likeliest 
to succeed. He was handsome, bril¬ 
liant! oratorical, and state tennis 
champion four years in a row. 

The only thing that might have 
stopped hjm—and did- — was that he 
was a Christian. Not a Sunday 
Christian, but a Weekday Christian. 

So he didn’t succeed. 

He spent his whole life, weekdays, 
being a Christian. Sundays he preach¬ 
ed, but he wasn’t a popular preacher, 
because he preached Christianity. 

When he had anything, he sold it 
and gave it to the poor. He carried 
the Cross, and never fewer than half 
a dozen people on his back. Instead 
of being for human brotherhood, he 
was a human brother. When Mar¬ 
tians landed in their flying saucers 
and asked to see a Christian, they 
were told to look at Kirby. 

But there wasn’t any money in it. 

The family had lots of sickness and 
hard luck of all kinds. 

Kirby Page continued to be a 
Christian, across the board. 

Americans like to have a Christian 
or two around, but not well enough 
to feed them. 

The Pages et mighty low on the 
hawg. 


Kilby was beginning to grow old. 

He hadn’t any savings. He hadn't 
anything except a house, which you 
couldn’t see for the mortgages, on an 
acre-and-a-half of land. 

The doctor told him he would 
have to cut down on his preaching 
dates, which constituted his income. 
He didn’t do it, because he had to 
preach human brotherhood Sundays. 
He didn’t make enough to live. He 
never had. But that wasn't why he 
didn’t do what the doctor told him. 

Then he had to cut down. 

■ It was too bad for human brother¬ 
hood. 

It was too bad for Kirby’s income, 
too. 

The trouble with the book of Job 
is that Job, in the. end, is rewarded 
for his faith and has more money 
than he had before he was smitten. 

Real life isn’t like that. 

Look at Kirby Page. 

His whole life spent in Christ’s 
service, and nothing to show for it. 
You’d think he’d have got discourag¬ 
ed and quit, but that is because you 
don’t know what Christianity is. 
Christianity is the progress of the 
human soul toward God, and Kirby 
was making progress. People said it 
was a shame that he couldn’t enjoy 
his declining years in comfort, but 
people think that comfort consists of 
owning an oil field.

I received your card and I am deeply grateful for your expressed in¬ 
terest. However my work is not in the order of a set of Peace proposals but 
rather an attempt to stir the Divine spark inherent in all people to 'such an 
extent that they will perhaps rise and do something to bring Peace to the World.

It will soon tee heard across every 
land, and the eyes of a Peace hungry Humanity will tee turned in the wrong dir¬ 
ection to instill further hate and suspicion of the western World. 

We are bound to accept this Communist challenge. It is our solemn duty 
and responsibility as Christians to proclaim to the World the truth of GOD'S PEACE_ 
built on LOVE as the only way to save Mankind. So therefore let us a.ccept this 
slogan as our own, let us agree with the Russians that v/e too want PEACE, but PEACE 
under God. 


I am persuaded that God will give us the power and the wisdom to lead 
the World towards the Truth of His Peace.

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Christopher Wren Won World Fame 
As Builder of Cathedrals 

Christopher Wren was a great builder of temples of 
worship, St. Paul’s Cathedral in London being his crowning 
achievement. 

He was born in 1632 in East Knoyle, England. His 
father won the king’s favor and was made Dean of Windsor. 

After Oxford the son Christopher' 
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became professor of astronomy at 
Gresham College, at the age of 
twenty-four. Four years later he 
was named professor of mathe¬ 
matics at Oxford, and received hon¬ 
orary degrees from Oxford and 
Cambridge. The King appointed 
him to serve simultaneously as as¬ 
sistant to the surveyor-general and 
then surveyor^general. 

Fire Destroys Cathedral 

At the age of iorly, Wren turned 
to architecture, and with minimum 
study and training became world 
I renowned. He was commissioned 
to draft plans for the repair o£ 
St. Paul, but the great fire came 
and the cathedral was burned be¬ 
yond repair and had to be rebuilt 
entirely. In 1675 Wren laid the 
corner stone and thirty-five years 
later .he laid the final stone. The 
exterior dome is considered to be 
one of the finest ever constructed. 

In all he designed and super¬ 
vised the construe lion of fifty- 
three churches, many of them still 
the pride of British communities. 
Among his other famous works 
are Kensington Palace, Buck¬ 
ingham Pa) ace, and many of the 
buildings at Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge. One of the most versatile 
of men, he was a founder of the 


Royal Society and later became its 
president, served as member of 
Parliament, and was knighted and 
is known to history as Sir Chris¬ 
topher Wren. 

Died at 91 

He died in 1723 at the advanced 
age of 91, leaving a heritage of 
beauty and reverence. Beyond 
computation is the number of in¬ 
dividuals whose spiritual ltfe has 
been nurtured and deepened in 
temples of worship designed by 
this man of genius, who was also 
an astronomer and one of the great 
mathematicians of his age.

After your lecture last night I asked if 1 might write for "clarification" of 
some of your words* One is "the simple gospel." Of this you said, "What the 
world needs is the simple gospel. What is this simple gospel? It is the love 
of God, of men, of everybody. This is GOOD NEWS." Now I am very much interested 
in demonstrated "love." When in College, a part of my English was to memorise 
"The Deserted Village" of which one line descriptive of the Village Preacher is 
"Skilled to raise the wretched was his pride." At another school I saw opulent 
students putting discarded clothing in a trash hamper to be burned* 1 salvaged 
such clothing and shoes, had than repaired and gave them to worthy students in 
need of them, which they greatly appreciated. These characterise my life as of— 

After the Armistice was signed, citizens were allowed to send tT.S. Relief Parcels 
to Europe for only 6 <f per pound Postage. Though my chronic affliction held me 
down to a $60. a month salary, God enabled me to earn in 2 years $2,500.00 extra 
which, with savings of $500,, enabled me to purchase clothing, shoes, food, soap, 
etc. and send it all to the War-ravished people of Europe. At one whack I sent 50 
C.AtR.E. packages. All of this was true "love" on my part, but was this "the gos¬ 
pel"? I am too afflicted to continue this work but last year I secured and sent 
more than 1,400 pounds of clothing and shoes to the War-ravished Koreans. I had 
only 1 contributor, a friend in Houston, Texas sent me $10. Because I was not 
sponsored by some religious "Organisation," a Redlands preacher called the Police 
who called to investigate me. Over the phone said preacher could not understand 
how an Individual could operate by "love" outside of a religious "organisation." 

You said something about a "theological" aspect of the gospel of which you do not 
approve and which you are seeking to not be preached any more "in the pulpits." 

As you did not enter into this, will you please explain it to me in some detail. 

Your thesis of "God has to have help" in illustration of millions of babies every 
year starving to death allows me to say this: though my net income now is only 
$40, a month, 1 have taken on the Mftn. (Meals for millions) program of supplying 
3# meals for the millions of the world which is starving for them. So far I have 
not been able to interest anyone else in this work of "love-anthiopy." Well, God 
has my help, little as it is. You said, "God is the Father of us all." Just who 
are the "all"? Are they the millions of starving babies? 

For about 16 years I have been afflicted with chronic sinus headaches which co me 
and go and the "come" part was in your lecture so that I did not get one quotation 
as clear as I’d like. Do I have this correct, "Everybody are Joint heirs with 
Christ as this is one world, which knowledge had to come from a seculgr writer 
instead of from the church. We are all knit together with respect for everybody." 

Your reference was to Wendell Wilkie as to the "one world" but I do not recognise 
the "joint heirs" in his book. In what way is "everybody joint heirs with Christ"? 
If you have the time, please clarify this for me. 

As the only boy in a family of 9 sisters, you must have had a time with all those 
'sissies.* But your illustration was very fine of "everyone counts" and thus, 

"every human soul is a part of God’s family and every member counts." I have been 
given to understand that "God's family" is only those of His spirit which elimi¬ 
nates all the real Communists, the Hitlers, the Mussolinis and their ilk. Which 
is the right conception?, for a conception must lead to a birth of one or the other. 

Owing to my affliction, I might not be able to attend your next lecture so I will 
enclose Postage for your letter. Of your book, How Does God Deal With Evildoers?, 
after I have masticated it, I may write you as to how it appeals to me.

Dear Fellow D. P. F.'er: 

We need your help. 

First we need it In making several decisions. Since we can meet 
as a total Fellowship hut once a year, we are assuming that some 
of our business must he transacted hy mail. 

Therefore: 

(A) We need your reaction to D.P.F,dues. As of last July 
the D.P.F. agreed that dues were to he $3 except (as happens in 
most cases) when members held a joint $4 membership in F. 0. R. 
and D.P.F. and in which case we would forward $2 to the F. 0. R. 
for the Fellowship magazine subscription and retain $2 for the 
D.P.F. treasury. However on January 29, we received a letter 
from John Swomley of the F. 0. R. saying that henceforth Fellow¬ 
ship magazine would cost $3 P er year (F.O.R. gives no reduction 
on this rate to any group). This means that unless we raise our 
rate for the joint membership we shall have only $1 left over 
after sending $3 t° the F.O.R. (and it should he remembered 

50 cents of that $1 has been by official action set aside to 
provide all D.P.F. members a subscription to Social Action 
News-Letter). Since we need to print a new folder for D.P.F. 
membership very soon and need to have a clear financial policy 
expressed in it may we ask you to vote on the following choices 
(this is kinda democratically arbitrary but we have to do some¬ 
thing I) returning your letter as a ballot. 

/ /p.P.F. should charge $3 Cor single membership and $5 for 
Joint F.O.R. - D.P.F. membership. 

/ /DiiP.F. should keep policy as is ($3 for single membership 
$4 for joint) and get along as best it can on the amount 
remaining after paying F.O.R, $3* 

(B) We need your reaction to U.M.T. so that we may write on 
behalf of the D.P.F. as a group (not just the executive committee) 
to the President, etc.

Second we need your help in making the spirit and outlook of the 
D.P.F. felt at the Miami Convention. 

(A) The executive committee of the D.P.F. is urging all mem¬ 
bers a nd friends to use the one official convention hotel (there 
will he several) which^-Will not he discriminating against Negroes. 

The name of it is th$ ' dl Lido hotel'. It is located at Miami Beach 
(inconvenient 3 ince it'is 5 miles from Miami proper) but has good 
bus and taxi connections. It will be the official U.C.M.S. head¬ 
quarters hotel. It is brand new and rooms are reasonable. There 
is a swimming pool (all this and heaven tooj)* If we can flood 
this hotel with reservations we may well demonstrate a very im¬ 
portant financial fact about discrimination - it pays to not 
discriminateI 

(B) There will be a special D.P.F. banquet (perhaps I should 
say supper I) at which the D.P.F. will present a citation to Kirby 
Page honoring him for his testimony to peace through the years. 

Jim Crain will be the speaker at the dinner and Kirby Page and his 
wife will be present, (incidentally the convention program commit¬ 
tee has promised us that Kirby Page will have a major address on 

the conven t ion program - theme " God or Mammon. 11 We will also be using 
him at one of the "after sessions" of the convention held by the 
D .P.F.) Now in order to get a reasonable meal and a good place we 
need to know now approximately how many to expect. Please check 
below your situation. 

/" 7 am planning on attending the convention now and wouldn't 
miss the Kirby Page dinner for anything. 

/ / I will try to bring a guest or two. Plan on about _in 

our group (including myself). 

no I am not sure that I can be at the convention but if I am 
present I certainly will attend the Kirby Page dinner. 

(C) The D.P.F. after-sessions now look something like this: 
CO (a) one night Kirby Page to speak 

/' / (b) second night another speaker of similar stature 

/ / (c) third night a "rip roaring snorting" business meeting 

(THIS IS VERY IMPORTANT.) 

We need to know how large a room to reserve. If you think you (and 
yours) will be present at any or all of these sessions, indicate by 
writing in the squares in fromt of them the number of people (in¬ 
cluding yourself) you might bring. 

Third, we need your help in stirring up significant discussions of 
peace at the local level. Soon some of us will be arranging in our 
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own communities and churches informal, friendly, h ome discussion 
groups ("I am inviting in a few friends - would you like to Join 
us" sort of thing,) to talk over our basic religious convictions 
regarding peace. We are suggesting that a reading of the pamphlet 
"The Christian Conscience and .War" which came out of the Amsterdam 
Assembly and will furnish a basis for some discussion in Evanston 
would be good reading for the "Host" to use in introducing the 
discussion. If you need a copy write to Barton Hunter. 

Fourth, we need financial help to carry out various phases of the 
D.P.F, program such as those suggested above. More specifically 
(1) it will cost about $80 to get the D.P.F. folder reprinted (2) 
it will probably take several hundred dollars to help defray the 
expenses of our speakers at the International Convention (though we 
know that all of them will try to keep these expenses at a minimum,) 

(3) it requires money to send out letters to keep you infprmed and 

(4) to send out, as we hope to oontinue to do, pamphlets and infor¬ 
mational pieces that help you to make an intelligent Christian 
witness on the war issue. 

This means: 

(A) that those of us who have let our D!P.F. dues slip will 
want to mail them in right away. 

(B) that many of us who have already mailed in our dues will 
want to send in an additional $1 to $100 to help to fill that very 
large financial gap that dues can't cover (this is "over and above" 
giving.'). 

We had thought at first that we ought to remind each one individually 
of the years in which he is In arrears. Somehow the Holy Spirit 
seemed to say "No, that's past history. Cross over now into Macedonia 
and trust the brethren!" So here we are, simply saying "Brethren if 
you believe in peace and In the possibility of the D.P.F.'s contri¬ 
buting to the cause and spirit of peace in the world, then sit down 
and send your check. 

And finally brethren don't put off checking and mailing your answers 
(signed) to the questions above. Drink another cup of coffee and 
stay awake long enough' to do it NOW!

Miss Mary Lyon Launched Movement 1 
To Open Colleges for Women 

Mary Lyon was a deeply religious woman, but most 
emphatically she disagreed with the apostle Paul about 
man’s domination. 

So strongly did she believe that women should have 
equal rights and privileges with men that she devoted her 
life to the establishment and maintenance of the first insti- ■ 
tution of higher learning for women in the United States. 
She was barn in Buckland, Mass., ---- 
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and died in 1849. She grew up on 
a farm in the western part of the 
state, with her widowed mother 
and six other children. Keeping the 
family alive was a full time occu¬ 
pation and the children had little 
time for play or for education. 
After a smattering of schooling, 
Mary taught in the district schbol, 
receiving 75 cents a week and 
board. 

Highly Popular 

At 19 she suddenly appeared at 
the Ashfield Academy, awkward 
and embarrassed, dressed in home- 
spun. In spite of' crudity, she 
quickly made her way to popular¬ 
ity. She had a passion for study 
and possessed boundless enthu¬ 
siasm and energy. Then the father 
of one of her companions made it 
possible for her to attend Byfield 
Seminary near Boston. 

With this training and her dy¬ 
namic personality, she became a 
highly successful teacher. Rapidly 
the idea matured in her mind .of 
founding an institution of higher 
learning for women which would 
equal the men’s colleges. Girls of 
means were sent to fashionable 
schools in those days, but the idea 
of equal education for women was 
a radical and unpopular innova¬ 
tion. 


a century, we can gain only the 
feeblest impression of the difficul¬ 
ties Mary Lyon had to overcome 
before she was able to open Mount 
Holyoke Female Seminary in 1837, 
the first institution of college grade 
for women in the entire country* 
Then came Vassar in 1861, Welles- 
ley in 1870, Smith in 1871, and 
Bryn Mawr in 1885. Blessed be the 
name of Mary Lyon!

I thank you, in part but not altogether. The "part" is that I am not fully satis¬ 
fied. To illustrate, as you wrote me longhand and therefore may not have-a copy, 

I will copy your latter vervatim then ask you to put your answer beside my first 
letter and then note my repeated request as of this letter. This may seam as tech¬ 
nical as though I were *a Philadelphia lawyer* but here *tis. 

"Dear Mr. Mayer: March 22 

Your letter is much appreciated. I believe the simple 
gosple to be: love God, as his character and will are revealed in Jesus; 
and love -people the way Christ loves them. It is good to know that you 
are taking this so seriously. I am sending you some things in which you 
will be interested. Carry onj (signed) KIRBY PAGE". 

Question No. 1. As to the "'theological* aspect of the gospel 
of which you do not approve and which you are seeking to not be preached any 
more *in the pulpits'", I requested you to "please explain it to me in some de¬ 
tail." This question, or request, I respectfully repeat. What is the said "theo¬ 
logical" aspect of the gospel? (A) If it has been preached "in the pulpits," 

Just why should it be discontinued? Please explain "in some detail." Thank you. 

Question No. 2. "You said, 'God is the Father of us all.' Just 
who are the 'all'? Are they the millions of starving babies?' Here is a double 
question which please answer under the letters of (B) and (C). Thank you. 

Question No. 3* "In what way is 'everybody joint heirs with 
Christ'?" as you brought forth as of my 5th paragraph and as of my question 
in my 6th. I respectfully repeat this question for your unfolding of my under¬ 
standing of your understanding, else how can I understand your mind. 

Question No. 4. This is in my 7th paragraph re your inclusion 
of "every human soul" as "a part of God's family" to which I appended this pert 
question, "Which is the right conception?" 

You may wonder why I am so dogmatic. Well, 1 do not like mere 
"copy cats" as of a slang description. For instance: You are what is called a 
"Disciple." How often have you seen this: A preacher gives an invitation to come 
forward.

He asked them questions (printed in a book) to which they were to answer (as so 
printed in the same book) • One question was, "Dost thou renounce the world, the 
flesh and the devil?" to which the preacher told them, "say, *1 do'." Tliyy said 
"I do" but they told me that they were as ignorant as babies as to what was 
required of them and they thought that the Methodist-preacher was as IGNORANT as 
they as to what wv;s INVOLVED in that awful word "renounce," 

You see, I am not making a Poll parrot of you. I am not putting 

my words in your mouth to verify what I. have impressed upon you to give "lip ser¬ 

vice" to. As you say, 1 take this "SERIOUSLY." I am now past 70 years of age. If 
I were to die, WHAT would I have to face God with? Can I say to Him at the Judg¬ 
ment that I, "love people the way Christ loves them" as being my salvation? Is the 
force of the gospel that "Christ love £>"?, orjp that "Christ love-D"? One is a 
continuously present tense, the other an "IT IS FINISHED" past tense.

Dr. Schweitzer Left Musical Career 
To Work in Tropics of Africa 

Seldom has the grace of gratitude been more vividly 
illustrated than in the spirit of Albert Schweitzer, who has 
spent much of his life in fighting against disease and death, 
fighting pests and wild animals, fighting against superstition 
and indolence; fighting against sheer weariness of body 
and mind. 


His very being is a constant ex¬ 
pression of appreciativeness. His 
decision to go as a medical mis¬ 
sionary to the tropics of Africa 
was made in spite of protests from 
friends that he was simply throw¬ 
ing himself away. They saw for 
him ever increasing renown as 
teacher, preacher, author, and mu¬ 
sician, and it appeared to them 
sheer folly for him to squander 
his genius on unlettered black 
men in the jungle.

The best comment on all this is 
found on the closing page of a 
book written by Dr. Schweitzer in 
1927, fourteen years after he first

Long before Albert Schweitzer 
had written: “It became steadily 
clearer to me that I had not the in¬ 
ward right to take as a matter of 
course my happy youth, my good 
health, and my powers of work. Out 
of the depth of my feeling of hap¬ 
piness there grew gradually within 
me an understanding^ the saying 
of Jesus that we must not treat our 
lives as being for ourselves alone.”
